Due  to  the  various  cross  Regional  and  Regional  incidents  that  are  being  actively  managed 
and/or  supported  by  Region  10,  the  EPA  Region  lO’s  Regional  Emergency  Operations 
Center  (REOC)  has  been  activated  (as  of  14  August  2015)  to  begin  coordinating  all 
emergency  response  related  activities  on  behalf  of  the  Region.
